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REPORT  TO  TOWNS 
Forest  Fire  Warden 

All  open  burning  when  the  ground  is  not  covered  with  snow  is  controlled  by 
the  Town  Forest  Fire  Warden  in  cooperation  with  the  New  Hampshire  Forest 
Fire  Service.  Anyone  wishing  to  kindle  a  fire  out-of-doors  when  the  ground  is 
not  covered  with  snow  must  have  a  written  permit  signed  by  the  Town  Forest 
Fire  Warden.  If  the  fire  is  to  be  kindled  on  land  not  owned  by  the  person 
kindling  the  fire  then  he  must  have  the  permission  of  the  landowner.  No  outdoor 
fires  can  be  kindled  between  9  a.m.  and  5  p.m.  unless  it  is  raining,  without  the 
additional  approval  of  the  District  Forest  Fire  Chief. 

The  1974  Forest  Fire  season  was  one  of  the  worst  in  the  past  two  decades. 
Woodlands  in  central  and  southern  New  Hampshire  became  so  dry  in  mid-August 
that  the  Governor  and  Council,  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  State  Forester, 
enacted  a  partial  woodlands  closure  in  Sullivan,  Cheshire,  Hillsborough, 
Merrimack  and  Belknap  Counties  and  a  complete  woodlands  closure  in  Strafford 
and  Rockingham  Counties  plus  the  Town  of  Barnstead,  Gilmanton  and  Alton  in 
Belknap  County.  Through  the  excellent  cooperation  of  the  citizens  of  our  State, 
no  major  forest  fire  occurred  at  any  time  during  the  year.

By  a  vote  of  the  people  at  the  last  Town  Meeting,  a  second-hand  1973  Ford 
Pohce  package  cruiser  (heavy  duty  equipment)  was  bought.  The  purchase  price 
$950.00.  As  expected,  some  money  was  laid  out  for  such  things  as  tires,  brakes 
relined,  etc. 

The  cruiser  is  equipped  with  a  four  channel  poHce  radio,  spot  light,  first  aid 
kit,  10  lb.  powder  fire  extinguisher,  electronic  siren  and  mace.  There  are  other 
repairs  that  could  be  made  but  we  can  live  with  it  as  is. 

Bought  for  the  men  were  two  pair  of  pants,  3  police  hats,  a  number  of  shirts 
and  shoulder  patches,  four  badges  and  a  Sam  Brown  belt.  We  learned  that  the 
ammunition  was  old  and  had  miss-fired,  so  four  boxes  of  ammo  was  purchased. 
1,000  camp  inspection  shps  were  bought  and  a  fingerprint  search  kit  purchased. 
A  Blue  light  was  given  to  us. 

There  are  5  active  pohcemen  who  try  to  give  the  best  service  that  we  can  as 
we  have  only  spare  time  to  take  care  of  the  Town's  needs. 

Our  greatest  concern  is  the  Old  Town  because  of  the  undersirables  who  gather 
there  and  it  would  not  be  long  before  they  would  saturate  the  Village. 

The  57  Summer  residences  necessitates  an  almost  constant  vigil  on  our  part 
and  still  they  burglarize  places  when  your  back  is  turned.  Many  hours  and  miles 
are  spent  checking  these  places. 

Telephone  calls  average  about  37  per  month.

School  Meeting 

Pursuant  to  the  attached  warrant,  the  annual  school  district  meeting  of  the 
Town  of  Hill  was  called  to  order  by  Joyce  Colby,  Moderator  Pro  tern,  at  10:00 
a.m.  at  the  Town  Hall  on  March  2,  1974. 

Articles  1,  2,  3  and  4  were  read  at  this  time.  The  polls  were  opened  for  the 
purposes  of  voting  until  3:00  p.m.  The  meeting  recessed  until  2:00  p.m.  when 
the  remainder  of  the  articles  were  taken  up. 

Meeting  reopened  at  2:15  p.m.  with  prayer  by  the  Moderator,  Rev.  James 
Quimby.  The  balance  of  the  warrant  was  read  at  this  time. 

5.  Voted  to  elect  the  Moderator,  Clerk,  Treasurer  and  Member  of  the  School 
Board  by  separate  ballot  at  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  in  Hill,  as  allowed  by  and 
in  accordance  with  RSA  197:1a.  Such  action  will  not  take  effect  until  the 
calendar  year  1975.  Those  elected  shall  take  office  at  the  close  of  the  Town 
Meeting  at  which  they  are  elected;  however,  if  the  annual  school  district  meeting 
is  held  subsequent  to  the  town  meeting,  they  shall  take  office  at  the  close  of 
the  school  district  meeting;  provided,  however,  the  treasurer  shall  take  office 
at  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year  of  the  school  district.  Motion  made  by  William 
Cummings;  seconded  by  Frederick  Thomson. 

6.  Voted  to  determine  and  appoint  the  salaries  of  the  School  Board  and 
Truant  Officer  and  fix  compensation  of  any  other  officers  or  agent  of  the 
district.  Total  of  $450. 

Then  voted  to  take  up  article  12. 

12.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $144,409.66  for  the  support 
of  schools,  for  the  salaries  of  school  district  officials  and  agents,  and  for 
the  payment  of  statutory  obligations  of  the  district,  and  to  authorize  the 
application  against  said  appropriation  of  such  sums  as  are  estimated  to  be 
received  from  the  state,  together  with  other  income;  the  school  board  to  certify 
to  the  selectmen  the  balance  between  the  estimated  revenue  and  the  appropriation, 
which  balance  is  to  be  raised  by  taxation  by  the  town. 

Recessed  at  2:50  to  allow  those  who  wished  to  vote  before  the  polls  closed. 

Voted  to  close  the  polls  at  3: 10  p.m. 

Returned  to  article  7.  Mrs.  William  Athanas  reported  on  the  kindergarten 
prospects  for  1974-75.  Voted  to  accept  the  report  of  Mrs.  Athanas. 

8.  Voted  to  take  no  action  under  Article  8. 

9.  Voted  to  authorize  the  school  board  to  receive  the  sum  of  $1,000  from  the 
Ferrin  Fund  for  the  payment  of  capital  improvements  at  the  Jennie  D.  Blake 
School. 

10.  Voted  that  the  School  District  pursuant  to  RSA  31:105  provide  indemni- 
fication due  district  employees,  school  administrators,  school  board  members, 
district  officers,  and  agents  from  personal  loss  or  expense  including  reasonable 
legal  fees  and  costs,  if  any,  arising  out  of  any  claim,  demand,  suit,  or  judgment 
by  reason  of  negligence  or  other  act  resulting  in  accidental  injury  to  a  person  or 
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accidental  damage  to  property  providing  the  indemnified  person  was  at  the  time 
of  the  accident  acting  within  the  scope  of  his  employment  or  office. 

11.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  $2,000  for  a  study  of  the  future  school 
space  needs  of  the  district,  the  results  of  such  study  will  be  reported  to  the  next 
annual  school  district  meeting. 

13.  As  there  was  no  further  business,  the  meeting  was  adjourned  at  4:25  p.m.

OVERVIEW 

The  Center  for  Educational  Field  Services  was  requested  to  prepare  the  study 
which  follows  in  order  to  develop  recommendations  with  regard  to  long-range 
planning  for  school  facilities  in  Hill. 

Any  determination  of  future  space  needs  must  include  consideration  of  the 
type  of  educational  program  to  be  provided,  the  nature  of  existing  facilities,  and 
an  estimate  of  the  number  of  pupils  to  be  educated.  This  report  will  deal  with 
these  matters  as  well  as  with  two  other  basic  questions: 

1.  Would  it,  in  the  long  term,  be  better  to  add  space  to  the  existing  building, 
or  should  a  new  building  be  provided? 

2.  If  a  new  building  is  being  considered,  should  steps  be  taken  to  acquire  a 
site  and,  of  the  sites  available,  which  site  would  best  serve  the  intended 
purpose? 

EDUCATIONAL  PROGRAM 

The  educational  program  should  be  planned  for  grades  K-6.  It  will  be 
necessary  for  several  years  to  assign  more  than  one  grade  per  teacher,  but 
eventually  each  teacher  could  be  assigned  a  single  grade  level.  The  long-range 
requirements  would  therefore  be  seven  classrooms,  but  it  would  be  realistic  to 
phase  the  construction  program,  building  fewer  rooms  initially. 

The  tuition  contract  with  Franklin  is  in  effect  until  1988  for  Hill's  grades 
7-12.  However,  given  the  possibility  of  new  construction  and  grade-level 
reorganization  in  Franklin,  it  would  be  important  to  consider  arrangements 
other  than  K-6  for  Hill  by  the  late  1980's. 

In  addition  to  the  regular  classrooms,  specialized  spaced  for  science,  physical 
education,  a  resource  center,  music,  and  art  should  be  planned. 

SURVEY  OF  EXISTING  SPACE 

Original  Building 

The  two-room  elementary  school  was  built  in  1940  as  part  of  the  new  village 
complex  when  the  town  was  moved  to  a  higher  level  under  the  Franklin  Falls 
flood  control  project. 

The  school  is  of  colonial  design  and  is  located  only  a  few  yards  from  the  town 
building  housing  the  town  hall  and  town  offices,  the  town  library,  fire 
department,  garage,  and  the  school  dining  area  and  gymnasium.  The  year-round 
playground  space  directly  by  the  school  is  very  limited.  The  town  ball  field, 
located  down  a  steep  bank  from  the  school,  was  intended  to  serve  also  as  the 
school  play  area.  However,  a  drainage  problem  restricts  use  of  this  field  to  late 
spring  and  early  fall,  and  it  would  be  very  expensive  to  provide  adequate 
drainage  due  to  "grade"  problems. 
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The  building  is  of  wood  frame  construction  and  has  two  small  classrooms  22' 
X  29'  each  (approximately  650  sq.  ft.),  high  ceilings,  wooden  floors,  and 
unilateral  window  lighting.  Small  toilet  areas  for  boys  and  girls  are  located 
adjacent  to  the  classrooms;  as  was  typical  of  the  period  when  they  were  built, 
these  rooms  have  wooden  partitions  (no  tile  or  metal  for  easy  cleaning  and 
maintenance). 

A  small  room  or  alcove  adjacent  to  one  of  the  classrooms  serves  as  the 
teachers'  room.  It  has  no  toilet  and  is  also  used  as  a  storage  area. 

The  basement,  which  extends  under  the  entire  building,  has  a  low  ceiling  and 
inadequate  natural  lighting.  One  part  of  the  basement  is  partitioned  off  and 
serves  as  a  makeshift  office  for  the  principal.  The  rest  of  the  basement  is  used  by 
a  private  kindergarten  and  the  school  nurse.  The  possibilities  for  modernizing 
this  area  are  Hmited. 

New  Addition 

In  1 973  a  third  classroom  was  added  on  the  west  side  of  the  building.  It  is  a 
flat-roofed  wooden  structure  built  on  grade  with  approximately  800  sq.  ft.  of 
space.  The  facility  provides  a  single  toilet,  sink  and  counter  space,  good  natural 
lighting,  and  two  exists,  both  on  the  same  side  of  the  annex.  The  room  has  its 
own  hot  water  heating  system,  independent  of  the  hot-air  system  in  the  original 
building. 

Health  and  Safety 

There  are  no  provisions  in  the  original  school  for  handicapped  pupils. 
However,  the  needed  alterations  could  be  easily  made  since  the  classrooms  and 
toilets  are  only  a  few  feet  above  grade. 

There  is  no  special  equipment  to  make  this  building  more  "fire  safe".  The 
town  hall  has  its  own  sprinkler  system,  and  no  special  alarm  system  is  needed  for 
the  school,  as  the  town  fire  equipment  is  located  only  a  few  yards  away. 

A  new  septic  tank  was  installed  recently  to  serve  both  the  school  and  the 
town  building.  Water  is  provided  to  the  school  by  Hill's  excellent  town  water 
system. 

Conclusions 

At  the  time  this  school  was  built  thirty-five  years  ago,  it  barely  met  the 
minimum  space  needs  of  Hill's  elementary  enrollment.  The  1973  addition 
provided  a  third  classroom,  so  that  current  space  needs  are  met.  There  are  no 
special  rooms  in  the  school  for  the  principal,  nurse,  teachers'  lounge,  or  media 
center.  The  original  building  is  not  suitable  for  further  expansion  or  extensive 
modernization,  especially  in  view  of  the  severely  restricted  site  and  the  lack  of  a 
satisfactory  play  area  adjacent  to  the  school.

It  can  be  noted  that  the  membership  in  grades  1-6  has  increased  from  56  in 
1963  to  72  in  1973.  Some  additional  growth  may  be  expected,  but  how  much 
and  how  fast  is  most  uncertain.  Probably  the  enrollments  in  grades  1-6  will 
remain  generally  level  until  the  mid-  or  late  1980's,  but  new  construction  in 
town  could  result  in  the  immigration  of  families.  It  is  necessary  to  monitor 
membership  so  that  planning  can  be  updated  each  and  every  year. 

At  this  writing  it  appears  necessary  to  plan  for  about  1 00  pupils  in  grades  1  -6, 
or  1  20  for  grades  K-6. 
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SPACE  NEEDS 

The  educational  program  and  the  number  of  pupils  having  been  considered,  it 
is  now  possible  to  identify  space  needs  for  long-range  planning  as  follows: 

Instructional  Space 

—7     elementary    classrooms    (one    to    be    equipped    for    science);    phased 
construction. 

—  1  dual  purpose  room  (art  and  music) 

—  1  multi-purpose  activity  room  physical  education  and  cafeteria) 

—  1  resource  center 

Auxiliary  Spaces 

—  1  teachers'  work  area  and  lounge 

—  1  principal's  office  and  conference  room 

—  1  storage  area  for  educational  materials 

—  1  storage  area  for  physical  education  and  other  outdoor  equipment 

—  1  storage  and  work  area  for  custodian 

—  1  food  preparation  room  adjacent  to  multi-purpose  room 

—  1  health  suite  (sick  child  care  and  examination  area) 

THE  KEY  QUESTION 

Would  an  addition  to  the  present  school  building  serve  Hill's  long-term  needs? 

The  consultants  think  the  answer  is  in  the  negative  for  these  reasons: 

1.  The  existing  building  can  be  used  for  another  five  years,  even  though  there 
are  some  real  problems,  such  as  the  following: 

—Two  of  the  classrooms  are  too  small  for  the  numbers  of  pupils  assigned. 

—No  principal's  office  or  conference  room,  no  adequate  teacher  work  area. 

—Inadequate  health  room  for  sick  child  care  or  examination 

—Inadequate  resource  area 

—No  specialized  areas  for  science,  music,  art 

—No  separate  toilet  for  faculty 
If  growth  takes  place,  the  above  "shortcomings"  of  the  building  will,  to  an 
increasing  degree,  interfere  with  the  educational  program. 

2.  The  floor  plan  of  the  existing  building  does  not  lend  itself  to  any  major 
expansion. 

3.  The  outdoor  play  area  close  by  the  school  is  restircted,  and  there  are  drastic 
changes  in  grade.  Adequate  space  for  outdoor  play  activities  is  important  at 
the  elementary  level.  The  field  that  is  presently  being  used  is  some  distance 
away  from  the  school  and,  more  important,  there  are  drainage  problems  that 
limit  its  usefulness  during  the  school  year.  A  physical  education  program  and 
the  related  sports  program  require  a  more  adequate  outdoor  play  area. 

4.  If  the  needed  expansion  were  undertaken  at  the  present  time,  it  would  appear 
impossible  to  plan  to  provide  for  future  growth  in  some  future  year.  Even 
assuming  considerable  growth,  it  is  clear  that  one  school  should  serve  for  all 
pupils  to  be  educated  within  the  district  in  the  foreseeable  future. 
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AN  ELEMENTARY  SCHOOL  SITE 

Existing  studies  of  activities  at  the  elementary  level  that  make  demands  on 
space  show  that  the  minimum  site  recommended  for  a  100-pupil  school  would 
be  six  acres.  If  one  plans  on  the  school  being  expanded  over  many  years  to  a 
possible  300-pupil  facility,  it  is  recommended  that  at  least  eight  acres  be 
purchased  initially:  in  fact,  unless  land  is  limited  or  excessively  costly,  a  10-acre 
site  should  be  considered. 

The  Hill  school  board  met  with  the  consultants  and  requested  that  several 
sites  be  visited,  with  each  site  being  carefully  evaluated  in  terms  of  the  criteria 
generally  used  for  such  purposes.  The  sites  have  been  visited  and  evaluated,  and 
the  respective  worksheets  are  included  with  the  original  copy  of  this  report. 

CEFS'  RECOMMENDATIONS 

1.  It  is  recommended  that  no  major  addition  or  modernization  be  attempted  at 
the  present  site, 

2.  It  is  recommended  that  the  town  transfer  town-owned  property  adjacent  to 
the  Blake  Woods  (a  19-acre  lot  Vi  mile  from  the  Town  Hall),  and  that  the 
school  board  make  inquiries  with  respect  to  acquiring  a  few  acres  adjacent  to 
the  above  lot. 

3.  It  is  recommended  that  the  membership  in  grades  1-6  be  carefully  monitored, 
with  plans  being  updated  to  reflect  any  significant  changes. 

4.  It  is  recommended  that  the  school  board  prepare  and  pubHcize  a  long-range 
plan  for  the  future  construction  of  a  new  elementary  school  to  be  undertaken 
at  such  time  as  the  numbers  of  pupils  indicate  the  need  for  additional  space.

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REPORT  FROM  THE  OFFICE  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT 

TO:  CITIZENS  OF  HILL 

This  past  year  has  been  an  exciting,  busy  and  rewarding  year  for  the  children- 
educationally  and  for  the  staff— professionally. 

It  was  with  pleasure  that  we  welcomed  Paul  FilHon,  as  he  joined  our  office  as 
Assistant  Superintendent  of  Schools.  Paul's  responsibility  will  be  mainly  in  the 
area  of  curriculum  improvement  and  development.  He  has  selected  the  town  of 
Hill  as  his  residence.  We  hope  that  he,  his  wife  and  sons  will  be  very  happy  in 
Hill  and  in  Supervisory  Union  Eighteen. 

Of  the  many  tasks  we  have  undertaken,  some  have  been  completed,  some  are 
nearing  completion  and  many  are  continuous  or  ongoing.  We  shall  describe 
briefly  some  of  these: 

The  Philosophy  of  Education  and  the  Goals  of  the  Hill  School  District  have 
been  developed  under  the  leadership  of  your  School  Board.  Imput  was  solicited 
from  the  staff  and  includes  feedback  from  the  community.  The  survey  solicited 
was  described  in  last  year's  annual  report  also  provided  direction  for  our  planning. 
A  careful  study  of  the  present  curriculum  has  been  completed  and  what  is 
presently  being  taught  has  been  identified.  In  keeping  with  the  philosophy  and 
goals,  the  curriculum  will  be  revised  and  improved.  The  philosophy  and  goals 
that  have  been  defined  and  which  will  be  evaluated  annually  are  included  here 
for  your  information  and  future  reactions: 

PHILOSOPHY  OF  EDUCATION  OF  THE  HILL  SCHOOL  DISTRICT 

We  believe  that  education  is  a  continuous  process  in  the  physical,  emotional, 
and  mental  development  of  children.  It  should  provide  each  child  the  oppor- 
tunity to  become  self-reliant,  self-discipHned  and  an  independent  learner. 

Further,  education  should  instill  in  each  child  the  desire  to  live  a  successful 
life.  It  should  create  an  environment  which  will  provide  for  the  mastery  of  basic 
skills,  recognize  the  uniqueness  of  the  individuals,  allow  for  different  rates  of 
learning,  and  stimulate  intellectual  curiosity. 

It  is  the  responsibility  of  the  school  to  apply  appropriate  learning  theories 
and  to  develop  an  understanding  of  self  and  acceptance  of  others. 

This  philosophy  should  be  continually  open  for  evaluation  to  meet  the 
changing  needs  of  our  youth  and  be  reflective  of  the  times  in  which  we  live. 

GOALS 

1.  To  develop  basic  skills  in  language  arts  (reading,  writing,  spelling,  oral  and 
written  expression),  mathematics,  science,  and  social  studies. 

2.  To  create  an  educational  atmosphere  which  will  stimulate  an  awareness  of 
and  appreciation  for  music,  art,  and  literature. 

3.  To  develop  a  respect  in  each  child  for  his  inherent  rights  and  responsibilities 
and  those  of  other  individuals. 

4.  To  provide  experiences  in  which  each  child  may  find  success  according  to 
his  abilities. 
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5.  To  foster  creativity  through  planned  school  experiences. 

6.  To  develop  an  awareness  of  our  environmental  and  energy  resources. 

7.  To  develop  skills  in  making  value  judgments. 

8.  To  develop  a  knowledge  of  and  an  appreciation  for  the  world  of  work. 

9.  To  develop  an  appreciation  of  and  respect  for  his  cultural  and  religious 
heritage. 

Recognizing  the  importance  of  basic  skills,  Hill  and  the  other  school  districts  in 
this  Supervisory  Union  have  participated  in  a  standardized  testing  program  in 
grades  four  and  six  in  Hill  and  grades  eight  and  ten  in  the  other  districts.  Parents 
of  children  participating  in  the  program  have  been  notified  and  have  been  invited 
to  review  these  first  test  results  with  the  staff.  Plans  to  test  annually  will  also 
contribute  information  for  planning  the  educational  program  for  our  schools. 

In  Hill,  as  well  as  in  the  other  districts  within  the  Supervisory  Union,  the 
children  in  grades  one  through  twelve  are  released  from  school  early  on  Wednes- 
day of  each  week.  This  early  release  time  permits  the  staffs  of  the  Jennie  D. 
Blake  School  and  of  the  Franklin  Junior-Senior  High  School  to  work  on  a  pro- 
gram that  has  been  designed  for  staff  and  curriculum  improvement.  For  each 
afternoon  session,  the  objectives  and  activities  have  been  planned  by  the  adminis- 
tration and  the  teachers.  At  the  end  of  each  session,  an  evaluation  has  to  be 
completed  to  determine  how  successfully  the  objectives  have  been  met.  The 
evaluations  will  help  us  determine  how  well  we  have  accomplished  the  work  we 
set  out  to  do  and  will  enable  the  State  Department  of  Education  to  evaluate  the 
degree  of  our  success  also.  The  following  are  some  of  the  topics  that  are  included 
in  this  program. 

(A)  Philosophy  -  Goals 

(B)  Language  Arts  Program 

(C)  Curriculum  in  the  Elementary  Schools  -  Current  Trends 

(D)  A  Health  Curriculum 

(E)  Testing  Program 

(F)  Using  Test  Results 

(G)  Career  Education 
(H)     Learning  Disabilities 

(I)      Metric  System  and  Math 

With  regard  to  minimum  standards  for  elementary  schools,  the  State  Depart- 
ment of  Education  visited  the  Jennie  D.  Blake  School  to  help  us  determine  how 
much  more  needs  to  be  done  in  order  to  meet  the  New  Hampshire  Minimum 
Standards  for  Elementary  Schools.  We  learned  that  by  sharing  services  with  the 
Franklin  School  District,  Hill  has  been  able  to  meet  the  minimum  standards  for 
music  and  nursing  services.  The  areas  where  standards  have  not  been  achieved  are 
in  Guidance,  Art,  Physical  Education  and  Library  Services.  Due  to  these 
deficiencies,  the  Jennie  D.  Blake  School  has  been  identified  as  a  Conditionally 
Approved  Elementary  School.  This  means  that  the  school  does  not  meet  the 
provisions  contained  in  the  minimum  standards  and  that  the  Hill  School  Board 
will  prepare  and  submit  to  the  Commissioner  of  Education  a  plan  for  correcting 
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the  substandard  conditions  that  exist-along  with  a  timetable  indicating  when 
these  conditions  will  be  corrected.  The  Jennie  D.  Blake  School,  being  a  small 
school,  has  to  rely  either  on  sharing  services  with  another  school  district  or  in 
finding  professional  staff  members  who  would  be  available  on  a  part-time  basis. 
The  Hill  School  Board  and  your  administration  will  continue  working  toward 
meeting  minimum  standards. 

The  School  District  Meeting  last  year  authorized  a  school-space  needs  study 
to  be  done  by  the  Center  of  Educational  Field  Services.  The  purposes  of  the 
study  was  to  determine  when  additional  school  space  will  be  needed  in  Hill 
and  to  allow  the  school  district  time  to  plan  for  the  future.  A  copy  of  this 
report  has  been  included  for  your  information. 

Considering  the  economic  conditions  of  the  times  and  of  the  Town  of  Hill, 
the  school  district  budget  for  1975-76  represents  funds  for  a  minimum  program. 
Teacher  salaries  and  operating  expenses  have  been  kept  at  the  lowest  level 
possible.  The  budget  has  been  reviewed  line  item  by  line  item  by  your  Finance 
Committee.  The  Committee  voted  to  present  this  basic  budget  to  the  school 
district  meeting  for  its  consideration  and  action. 

As  you  probably  know,  a  private  Kindergarten  has  been  in  operation  in  the 
basement  of  the  Jennie  D.  Blake  School.  This  is  a  cooperative  venture  of  the 
parents  with  kindergarten-age  children  and  totally  supported  with  private  funds. 
The  only  involvement  with  the  school  is  that  it  is  located  in  the  building.  There 
are  seven  children  participating  in  this  exciting  pre-school  experience. 

As  was  indicated  earlier  in  this  report,  much  has  been  done  and  is  being  done 
to  improve  the  educational  opportunities  for  the  children  of  Hill.  Your  continued 
involvement  is  necessary  and  always  welcome. 

To  those  of  you  in  the  Parent  Teacher  Organization  (PTO)  who  have  given 
of  your  time  and  effort  in  painting  two  of  the  classrooms  during  the  holidays 
and  to  others  helping  at  the  school,  the  School  Board  and  Administration  extend 
their  thanks. 

In  closing,  we  would  Hke  to  express  our  sincere  appreciation  to  the  members 
of  the  Hill  School  Board  and  to  the  Citizens  of  Hill  for  their  support  of  our 
efforts  in  improving  the  educational  opportunities  for  the  children  of  Hill.
